THE  LEGIONARY  COINAGE  OF  M.  ANTONY. 

By  C.  Kirkpatrick.  ^ 

Amongst  the  more  common  Roman  Republican  coins  are  the  coins  of  Mark 
Antony  struck  to  pay  his  legions  and  fleet  just  prior  to  the  battle  of  Actium  in  31  b.c. 
Produced  in  great  numbers  most  can  be  purchased  today  in  fine  condition  for  about 
£2.  While  other  coins  for  various  reasons  were  being  withdrawn  and  sent  to  the 
melting  pots,  the  legionary  coins  of  Antony  continued  to  circulate  alongside  the  new 
issues  of  the  State.  For  two  centuries  they  exchanged  hands  in  the  Roman  markets, 
though  considerably  worn  and  much  reduced  in  numbers.  Few  Roman  coins 
remained  so  long  in  circulation.  They  are  of  particular  interest  because  they  are  a 
means  of  determining  Antony’s  military  strength  shortly  before  one  of  the  important 
battles  of  history,  a  battle  which  was  to  have  far  reaching  effects  on  the  development 
of  European  culture. 

Historical  Background. 

Caesar’s  assassination  in  March  44  B.c.  was  a  desperate  but  ineffective  attempt  to 
save  the  Republic.  A  period  of  political  manoeuvring  followed  in  which  the  chief 
participants  were  M.  Antony,  Caesar’s  colleague  in  the  Consulship  for  that  year  and 
Octavius,  Caesar’s  great  nephew  and  heir.  Octavius  had  great  difficulty  in  getting 
Antony  to  recognise  his  claim  and  only  later  when  the  Senate  had  outlawed  Antony 
and  was  about  to  relieve  Octavius  of  the  legions  it  had  recently  granted  him,  did 
they  put  aside  their  quarrels  and  unite  their  armies  to  the  Senate’s  dismay.  To 
establish  their  power  they  followed  the  precedent  set  by  Caesar  and  formed  the 
“  Second  Triumvirate,”  a  rule  of  three  admitting  M.  Aemilius  Lepidus  as  third  | 
triumvir.  Lepidus  was  soon  deprived  of  his  triumvirship  for  trying  to  aquire  Sicily 
when  Sextus  Pompey  was  defeated  by  the  combined  armies  of  the  triumvirs.  The 
Roman  world  was  divided  between  the  two  remaining  triumvirs,  Antony  acquiring 
control  of  the  provinces  East  of  the  Adriatic  and  Octavian,  as  he  is  known  after  Iiis 
adoption  by  Caesar  was  ratified,  the  Western  provinces.  It  was  clear  that  the  world 
could  not  have  two  masters  and  neither  missed  an  opportunity  to  disgrace  his 
colleague.  A  reconciliation  was  effected  by  the  marriage  of  Antony  to  Octavia, 
Octavian’s  sister,  but  this  only  served  to  delay  the  final  break.  War  was  declared 
when  Octavia  was  put  aside  by  Antony  in  favour  of  Cleopatra  and  by  the  bequeathing 
of  Roman  territories  to  Cleopatra’s  children. 

The  Date  of  Antony’s  Coins. 

The  preparations  for  war  made  by  both  sides  included  the  striking  of  a  large 
quantity  of  coin.  That  the  legionary  issues  of  Antony  belong  to  this  period  and  not 
to  an  earlier  campaign  is  evident  from  the  following.

1.  If  the  coins  belong  to  the  early  years  of  the  Triumvirate  we  should  expect 
an  issue  of  similar  magnitude  from  the  other  triumvirs  also  of  an  early  date.  Only 
the  coins  struck  by  Octavian  and  inscribed  caesar  divi  .  F  even  approach  the  number 
struck  by  Antony  and  these  coins  are  dated  to  the  years  immediately  preceding  and 
following  Actium. 

2.  The  denarii  are  struck  from  an  alloy  of  silver  and  copper  with  traces  of  other 
base  metals,  the  silver  content  being  approximately  80%.  It  is  unlikely  that  having 
taken  this  step  Antony  would  return  to  striking  coins  of  purer  metal.  As  all  other 
issues  of  Antony  are  not  debased,  it  is  probable  that  the  legionary  coins  constitute 
his  last  issue. 

3.  I  have  been  unable  to  determine  the  earliest  hoard  in  which  legionary  coins 
appear  but  none  have  been  found  in  hoards  deposited  before  Actium. 

4.  There  exists  a  rare  coin  struck  by  L.  Pinarius  Scarpus,  who  commanded  four 
legions  quartered  in  Cyrenaica  shortly  before  Actium.  The  reverse  shows  a  legionary 
eagle  between  two  standards  and  leg  viii  in  field.  This  was  certainly  struck  at  the 
same  time  as  the  m.ain  series  of  legionary  coins.  The  obverse  reads  M  .  anto  .  COS  . 
Ill  .  IMP  .  nil  .  and  can  confidently  be  dated  to  31  b.c.

Types.  In  his  choice  of  types,  Antony  (we  may  assume  he  approved  the  designs) 
honoured  his  legions  and  fleet. 

The  obverse  shows  a  galley,  particularly  interesting  as  a  pictorial  record  of  a  ship 
of  the  period,  with  prow  facing  right.  The  line  of  oars  and  heads  of  the  rowers  are 
quite  distinct  and  a  standard  is  placed  at  the  prow.  The  examination  of  a  number 
of  coins  shows  minor  variations  in  the  decorations  of  the  bow  and  differences  in  the 
numbers  of  rowers  and  oars  usually  within  the  range  five  to  thirteen. 

For  the  reverse  Antony  was  content  to  use  a  type  which  first  appeared  some  fifty 
years  earlier  on  the  military  issues  of  C.  Valerius  Flaccus  and  again  in  49  B.c.  on  the 
I  coins  of  C.  Nevius — Legionary  eagle  between  standards. 


These  coins  would  not  be  uncommon  and  would  serve  as  a  guide  when  trial  dies 
were  cut.  But  they  were  not  blindly  copied,  the  standards  on  the  new  coins  are  quite 
different  and  Antony  shows  originality  in  enumerating  his  legions  on  the  reverse 
rather  than  generally  honouring  his  entire  army. 

This  type  was  to  become  very  popular  and  later  Imperial  issues  showing  eagle 
and  standards  (of  which  there  are  many  and  form  the  basis  of  an  interesting  study) 
all  use  Antony’s  reverse  as  a  model. 
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The  only  coins  in  the  series  without  eagle  and  standards  are  the  denarii  of  the 
cohors  speculatorum  which  show  on  the  reverse  three  standards  each  decorated 
with  wreaths  and  a  prow. 

Legends.  The  obverse  legend  common  to  all  coins  in  the  series  reads  ant  avg 
above  the  galley  and  iiivm  rpc  below.  The  whole  being  an  abbreviated  form  of 
ANTONivs  AVGVR  TRIVMVIR  REi  PUBLICAE  CONSTITUENDAE.  Amtony  was  made  augur  in 
49  B.c. 

There  is  more  variety  in  the  reverse  legends  and  it  is  convenient  when  considering 
these  to  divide  the  coins  into  four  groups. 

Group  1  coins  struck  in  gold  and  silver  for  the  Cohortes  Praetoriae. 

Group  2  coins  struck  in  silver  only  for  the  Cohortes  Speculatorum. 

Group  3  coins  struck  in  gold  and  silver  for  legions  pri-xxiii. 

Group  4  coins  struck  in  silver  only  for  Cognomin  legions. 

On  the  coins  of  group  1  the  legend  reading  around  is  chortivm  praetorivm. 

The  praetorian  cohortes  was  an  elite  corps  of  picked  men  who  formed  the 
bodyguard  of  the  commanders. 

Group  2  consists  only  of  the  denarii  of  the  cohortes  speculatorum,  but  it  is  possible 
that  aureii  were  also  struck.  The  legend  reads  chorus  specvlatorvm. 

The  duties  of  the  cohors  speculatorum  included  the  carrying  of  dispatches  and 
when  necessary  the  execution  of  soldiers  condemned  for  serious  offences. 

The  main  body  of  the  series  belong  to  group  3.  No  legend  appears  around  the 
edge  of  the  coins  in  this  group  but  the  number  of  a  legion  appears  in  the  field. 
Denarii  exist  for  leg  pri  (i.e.  first)  and  leg  ii  to  leg  xxiii.  Coins  of  legions  IV,  IX, 
XIV  and  XIX  appear  less  commonly  in  the  forms  leg  iiii,  viiii,  xiiii  and  xviiii. 
The  genuineness  of  the  denarii  for  legions  XXIV  to  XXX  is  in  doubt.  Sydenham 
states  that  those  in  the  British  Museum  are  very  dubious.  Aureii  exist  for  legions 
IV,  VI  and  XIII  but  all  are  extremely  rare. 

The  last  group  comprises  the  denarii  of  the  three  cognomin  legions  and  the 
legends  again  reading  around  are 

LEG  XII  ANTIQVAE. 

LEG  XVII  CLASSICAE. 

LEG  XVIII  LYBICAE. 

In  the  legends  the  letter  G  appears  in  five  different  forms.  It  is  usual  for  the  G  in 
LEG  and  AVG  on  the  same  coin  to  be  different.  The  letter  p  it  should  be  noted  is 
never  closed.  The  use  of  dots  between  letters  on  the  obverse  is  inconsistent  varying 
between  their  maximum  use  ant  •  avg  •  iii  •  vir  •  r  •  p  •  c  •  to  their  complete 
omittance.

Restitution  Coins. 

Restitution  coins  honouring  legion  VI  were  issued  during  the  joint  reign  of 
Aurelius  and  Verus  and  must  have  circulated  alongside  original  legionary  coins. 
These  restitution  coins  can  be  easily  recognised  by  their  reverse  legend  which  reads 
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ANTONINVS  ET  VERVS  AVG  REST.  Other  distinguishing  features  are  the  expansion  of 
the  obverse  legend  to  read  antonivs  avgvr  iiivir  rpc  and  the  galley  which  now 
faces  left.

Conclusion. 

Our  knowledge  of  the  legionary  series  is  far  from  complete.  The  solutions  to 
some  of  the  problems  associated  with  the  series  are  unsatisfactory  and  a  serious  study 
would  be  welcome.  In  particular  we  would  like  to  know  whether  the  coins  of  legions 
XXIV  to  XXX  are  genuine  or  not.  It  would  be  necessary  to  determine  from  the 
literature  the  strength  and  distribution  of  Antony’s  legions  just  prior  to  Actium  and 
to  examine  as  many  as  possible  of  the  denarii  of  these  legions  which  exist.  The 
rarity  of  the  leg  pri  denarius  requires  explanation  as  does  the  appearance  of  legionary 
coins  in  hoards  some  two  centuries  after  their  date  of  issue. 

The  argument  of  baseness  is  not  entirely  convincing  as  their  silver  content  was 
higher  than  some  of  the  later  coins  alongside  which  they  circulated.  The  particularly 
high  proportion  of  legionary  coins  found  in  Britain  is  also  curious  and  the  question 
of  plating  (there  are  many  plated  legionary  coins)  needs  to  be  freshly  approached. 

A  NUMISMATIC  “TOUR  DE  FRANCE.”

I.  Introduction 

Five  years  ago  I  wrote  an  article  in  eight  parts  on  coins  and  archaeology  in 
Britain.  The  method  of  writing  it  was  not  ideals  I  had  a  little  knowledge,  I  wrote 
the  article,  and  then  I  proceeded  to  find  out  whether  what  I  had  written  was  true. 
Re-reading  the  five  year  old  work  recently  was  not  too  painful  a  business,  in  fact 
I  still  agree  with  a  lot  that  I  wrote  then.  Some  of  my  ardently  expressed  wishes 
have  come  true;  Roman  Imperial  Coinage  has  been  photographically  reprinted, 
though  I  doubt  very  much  whether  the  unpleasant  remarks  I  penned  made  any 
difference;  another  volume  of  that  series  by  Dr.  Sutherland  is  about  to  break  on  us 
any  week;  and  on  a  rather  different  front,  the  fifth  century,  still  without  coinage, 
is  picking  up,  archaeologically  speaking,  very  fast.  Credit  must  go  to  my  tipsters 
for  the  fact  that  some  of  the  horses  I  backed  then  are  now  firm  favourites  or  even 
winners. 

From  1961  to  1965  I  worked  on  English  archaeological  coins  in  some  numbers, 
and  just  at  the  moment  I  have  taken  on  the  largest  job  in  that  field  that  there  is, 
by  agreeing  to  deal  with  the  57,000  coins  from  Richborough  in  Kent.  This  work 
in  Britain  made  me  wonder  what  was  going  on  in  other  parts  of  Europe,  so  that 
when  I  knew  I  could  afford  a  year’s  research  away  from  teaching,  my  first  aim  was 
a  survey  of  Roman  coins  in  French  museums.  The  idea  took  some  formulating  and 
the  journey  *  took  some  planning,  but  eventually,  when  the  last  summer  tourists 
had  disappeared  from  the  scene,  I  set  out  last  September,  first  for  Paris  and  then  a 
circuit  of  important  French  sites.  I  started  off  with  three  very  useful  things,  a  plan 
of  campaign  and  some  useful  contacts  provided  by  the  late  Sir  Ian  Richmond, 
doyen  of  Roman  Britain,  an  open  letter  from  the  British  Museum,  certifying  my 
museum  respectability,  and  a  cheque  in  memory  of  one  of  the  most  famous  of 
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nineteenth  century  numismatists,  wiiich  took  care  of  my  evening  meals  throughout 
the  seven  weeks  that  I  was  in  France. 

The  full  numismatic  details  of  my  findings  will  in  due  course  have  to  be  written 
up  in  detail,  and  described  with  never  a  smile  or  a  wink  in  some  august  publication. 
But  with  the  increase  in  numbers  of  people  travelling  abroad  with  fairly  serious 
interests,  I  thought  that  something  a  little  more  human  might  be  of  interest  or  use 
to  some  readers  of  the  Bulletin.  There  are  three  general  points  which  call  for 
elaboration  before  I  begin  the  tale  of  the  journey.  Knowledge  of  French  provincial 
coin  collections  is  minimal  in  England,  so  that  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  the 
journey  was  to  find  out  where  there  were  good  collections  of  coins,  if  possible 
collected  from  a  small  area  such  as  a  medium  sized  town,  a  country  district,  or  an 
archaeological  site.  This  knowledge  was  not  available  for  the  very  simple  reason 
that  no  one  had  been  to  find  out. 

The  second  point  to  clear  up  is  a  point  which  had  probably  prevented  people 
from  going  to  find  out.  This  is  a  rumour,  still  current,  that  French  museum  officials 
and  curators  are  a  cross  between  irritable  vultures,  drooping  over  their  museum  prey, 
and  rabid  dogs  liable  to  set  on  enquiring  visitors  on  sight.  The  rumour  is  easily 
refuted  in  the  case  of  professional  museum  staff,  and  I  am  thankful  and  pleased  to  be 
able  to  do  it,  by  recording  that  in  twenty  widely  spaced  museums  I  never  met  less 
than  complete  co-operation,  and  a  willingness  to  show  me  anything  I  wanted  to  see 
(unless  it  was  locked  up  in  the  bank),  and  no  curator,  out  of  the  sixteen  I  met, 
greeted  me  or  said  Au  Revoir  without  a  genuine  sense  of  friendship.  How  this 
unfortunate  rumour  started  I  do  not  know,  perhaps  I  was  lucky  in  choosing  a  time 
of  year  when  there  were  few,  if  any,  visitors,  and  I  did  take  the  precaution  of  always 
letting  a  curator  know  a  few  days  in  advance  that  I  was  going  to  call  on  him,  so  these 
factors  may  have  ensured  a  welcome.  But  welcome  there  certainly  was,  and  quite 
often  a  feeling  that  an  Englishman  visiting  the  museum  to  see  the  coins  was  a  com¬ 
plement  both  to  the  coins  and  the  museum. 

The  third  and  last  general  point  is  suggested  in  the  title,  coins  and  archaeology 
and  history.  France  is  at  the  moment  sadly  behind  in  the  techniques  of  archaeology, 
this  must  be  said  and  remembered,  but  it  is  one  of  the  most  hopeful  countries  for 
trying  to  merge  the  three  into  one  unified  study.  Unlike  England,  nearly  every 
French  town  of  Roman  origin  provides  a  sequence  of  coins  stretching  from  Caesar 
to  the  present  day  in  one  continuous  line.  Denarii  of  Augustus  give  place  to  folles  of 
Diocletian  and  copper  coins  of  Arcadius,  and  these  in  turn  are  followed  by  late 
Roman  tremisses  and  Mervingian  gold  and  then  silver.  But  from  the  Merovingian 
silver  grow  the  deniers  of  Charlemagne  and  his  family,  and  the  series  keeps  going 
through  the  English  wars  and  the  Wars  of  Religion  to  the  revolution  of  1789  and 
beyond.  This  sense  of  tangible  continuity  of  coins,  buildings  and  history,  is  one 
that  I  had  very  much  hoped  to  find  in  France  and  I  shall  mention  in  some  of  the 
following  notes,  occasions  when  this  continuity  appeared  for  inspection. 

n.  National  Collections 

Any  tour  of  coins  in  England  should  obviously  include  the  coin  room  of  the 
British  Museum.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this,  it  is  the  repository  for  the  most 
important  treasure  trove,  it  contains  a  lot  of  material  found  in  hoards  in  this  country 
and  abroad,  and  is  perhaps  the  biggest  mass  of  coins  in  the  country.  The  room 
also  contains  more  than  half  the  professional  numismatists  in  England  so  that  it  is  a 
point  from  which  to  get  in  touch  with  the  other  professionals  at  Oxford,  Cambridge, 
and  elsewhere.  The  Cabinet  des  Medailles  at  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris 
seems  to  fill  a  very  similar  place  in  French  numismatics  to  the  Department  of  Coins 
and  Medals,  B.M.,  and  so  it  was  obvious  that  my  tour  of  coins  in  France  had  to 
start  there.  It  was,  in  point  of  fact,  the  one  place  of  contact  between  Britain  and 
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France,  for  publications  pass  backwards  and  forwards  between  the  two,  as  do 
official  and  friendly  visitors. 

The  Cabinet  des  Medailles  however  is  a  jump  ahead  of  London,  for  in  my  own 
speciality,  coins  from  archaeological  and  historical  contexts,  a  full  time  member  of 
staff  is  kept  to  deal  specifically  with  all  the  material  sent  in.  Mile.  Mainjonet  has 
filled  this  post  for  the  past  few  years,  and  has  dealt  with  many  coins  from  excavations. 
In  her  work  she  has  produced  what  is  almost  the  first  really  modern  comprehensive 
coin  report  for  a  French  archaeological  site.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  this  was  in  the 
press,  but  it  is  now  published  in  the  latest  issue  of  the  French  periodical  “  Gallia,” 
and  at  one  step,  has  put  French  coin  reporting  on  a  level  with  English  methods. 
Mile.  Mainjonet  has  now  gone  back  to  more  detailed  work  and  her  job  has  been 
taken  on  by  Mile.  Brenot. 

The  idea  of  keeping  one  person  in  the  national  collection  free  of  museum  duties, 
identification,  routine  enquiry  and  routine  publication,  is  one  which  needs  urgent 
^  copying  in  England,  where  a  hard  pressed  staff  are  expected  to  deal  courteously 
with  hundreds  of  enquiries  each  day,  personally  and  by  post,  curate  an  enormous 
collection,  work  on  catalogues  for  publication,  do  research,  and  then  at  the  same  time 
identify  coins  wffiich  have  been  excavated  and  hoarded  in  their  thousands  by  absent 
minded  archaeologists,  who  expect  detailed  reports  by  return  of  post. 

But  just  as  the  British  Museum  is  a  centre  which  only  knows  of  museums  and 
collections  which  it  has  helped,  so  the  Cabinet  des  Medailles  does  not  know  of 
collections  of  coins  which  have  not  been  brought  somehow  to  its  notice.  Both  staffs 
can  give  introductions  to  friends,  and  suggestions  about  museums  that  they  know 
well,  but  after  that  the  enquirer  must  go  out  on  his  own  to  find  out  where  the  large 
collections  are,  and  what  state  they  are  in.  Paris,  like  London,  is  a  repository  of 
coins  important  in  themselves  and  of  hoards,  but  neither  of  these  classes  of  coin 
was  what  I  was  looking  for.  So  that  although  I  was  given  a  very  friendly  welcome, 
provided  with  introductions,  and  given  every  help,  the  staff  in  Paris  could  not  do 
my  work  for  me,  and  they  were  just  as  interested  as  English  workers  to  hear  what 
results  I  found. 

It  is  rather  an  interesting  compliment  to  British  numismatists  that  apart  from 
Voetter,  ail  modern  French  references  for  Roman  coins  are  made  to  English  publi¬ 
cations.  I  heard  in  Paris  a  plea  that  I  was  to  hear  quite  often  on  my  journey,  when 
I  enquired  what  reference  books  they  used.  The  reply  came  back  immediately 
“  Mattingly  and  Sydenham’s  Roman  Imperial  Coinage,  as  far  as  it  goes,  what  a 
tragedy  it  is  that  it  is  not  complete,  but  there  is  our  little  blue  bible.”  The  blue  bible 
is  Carson,  Hill  and  Kent’s  Late  Roman  Bronze  Coinage,  but  this  does  not  seem 
I  to  have  travelled  much  further  south  than  Paris.  It  is  a  pity  that  having  supplied 
many  French  museums  and  libraries  with  a  reference  book  up  to  295  we  leave  them 
floundering  after  that,  and  this  shortcoming  was  pressed  home  by  curators  and 
librarians  in  any  place  where  they  have  volumes  I  to  V. 

The  French  national  collection  has  one  considerable  advantage  over  the  British 
Museum  in  that  it  is  open  for  members  of  the  public  to  wander  round,  and  a  large 
display  covers  most  of  the  periods  that  you  could  expect.  The  ancient  series  are 
full  and  contain  some  extremely  fine  coins,  and  in  the  medieval  period  you  can 
follow  the  development  of  the  French  coinage  in  great  detail.  There  is  a  good 
selection  of  medals,  but  the  cases  also  contain  a  surprising  admixture  of  Greek 
vases,  Roman  bronze  work,  and  some  excellent  Merovingian  jewellery. 

My  visit  was  mainly  on  business,  to  collect  names  and  ideas  and  places,  but 
when  we  had  settled  such  matters  the  usual  offer  was  made;  “  well  now,  is  there 
anything  you  would  like  to  see  now  you  are  here  ?  ”  There  was  silence  for  a  minute 
as  all  the  thousands  of  possibilities  flashed  across  my  mind,  and  as  always  at  such 
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moments  my  mind  refused  to  function  decisively,  and  I  said  “  no  thank  you.”  A 
brief  look  of  disappointment  appeared  as  if  they  had  failed  in  their  hospitality,  but 
I  soon  repaired  matters  by  saying  quite  honestly  “  there  is  so  much  that  I  know  is 
here  that  I  just  can’t  think  where  to  begin.”  This  was  fully  understood  and  I  left 
for  the  wilds  of  provincial  France  with  best  wishes,  and  a  firm  injunction  to  report 
back  on  my  way  through  Paris  for  home. 

My  numismatic  French  had  borne  the  strain  of  my  first  interview,  and  my 
polite  conversation,  although  rusty,  seemed  good  enough  to  be  understood,  so  I  set 
out  for  my  first  main  museum  at  Bourges  after  a  detour  to  Chartres  and  through 
Burgundy. 

III.  Bourges,  the  first  museum 

My  tour  of  French  museums  looking  at  and  listing  all  the  Roman  coins  I  could 
find  had  started  with  a  visit  to  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris  where  the  national 
collection  is  housed.  This  had  tested  my  ability  to  understand,  and  be  understood, 
on  fairly  technical  matters,  and  had  given  me  many  useful  pointers  for  planning 
the  rest  of  my  journey.  But  the  first  part  of  my  trip  had  been  planned  some  time 
before  so  that  I  could  have  one  or  two  Postes  Restantes  from  which  to  collect  rny 
news  and  mail.  I  had  crossed  to  Cherbourg  in  mid-week  and  motored  down  through 
Normandy  and  the  Seine  valley,  arriving  at  Versailles  for  my  first  weekend.  From 
there  I  commuted  to  Paris  on  the  Monday  and  then  found  myself  with  a  week  to 
spare,  since  I  had  arranged  to  collect  my  mail  from  Bourges  and  had  WTitten  to  the 
museum  to  say  that  I  was  due  to  arrive  on  the  following  Monday. 

For  this  spare  week  I  forgot  about  coins,  except  for  one  day,  and  I  used  it  to  see 
as  much  as  I  could  of  Burgundy,  and  its  superb  Romanesque  sculpture  of  the 
twelfth  century.  My  original  idea  had  been  to  drift  round  France  looking  at  whatever 
came  to  my  notice,  but  one  wise  counsellor  had  insisted  that  I  needed  a  firm  purpose, 
so  that  I  knew  where  I  should  go,  and  when,  and  why.  This  idea  did  not  attract  me 
at  the  time,  but  my  decision  to  follow  coins,  and  leave  the  rest  as  relaxation  made  the 
whole  trip  worth  while.  The  tour  of  Burgundian  architecture  in  Cluny,  Vezelay, 
Charlieu,  and  Autun  made  a  short  holiday  before  I  began  my  serious  work. 

I  did,  at  Autun,  find  a  very  well  laid  out  museum,  and  I  did  enquire,  on  the 
off-chance,  about  the  coin  collection.  I  am  glad  that  I  did,  for  although  it  produced 
no  coins,  it  showed  me  how  necessary  it  w^as  to  give  warning  before  arriving.  The 
museum,  I  found  from  the  custodian,  had  a  collection,  but  it  was  locked  away  and 
the  curator  was  not  available  just  at  that  time.  If  I  could  leave  my  name  and  come 
back  the  next  day  all  could  probably  be  arranged.  I  excused  myself  rather  sadly, 
realizing  that  I  had  missed  a  good  chance,  but  wanting  to  keep  up  to  the  daily 
programme  that  I  had  thought  out. 

My  visit  to  Bourges  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  week  was  the  real  test  however, 
for  I  was  now  on  my  own,  with  no  personal  introductions,  no  likelihood  of  speaking 
English  when  my  French  failed,  and  little  spare  time  if  I  did  not  get  all  the  infor¬ 
mation  I  wanted  in  one  day.  The  museum  is  housed  in  a  luxurious  town  house 
built  about  1450.  The  house  itself  is  a  showpiece,  but  inside  the  museum  is  well 
planned,  and  laid  out  with  excellent  displays.  One  display  deals  with  the  pre- 
Roman  coinage  of  the  neighbourhood,  another  with  Roman  mints,  and  another  with 
medieval  silver.  My  first  enquiries  were  discouraging,  the  attendant  knew  that  the 
curator  was  away  and  did  not  think  that  any  students  would  be  allowed  in.  He 
disappeared,  and  then  came  back  a  few  minutes  later  with  the  curator’s  assistant 
who  had  received  my  warning  letter  and  who  was  fully  prepared  for  my  visit.  I  was 
taken  into  a  panelled  room  which  served  the  very  sensible  purpose  of  curator’s 
workroom,  library,  and  students’  room.  This  means  that  students  always  have 
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somewhere  to  work,  out  of  the  way  of  the  public,  and  since  there  is  a  curator,  his 
assistant,  and  a  secretary,  there  is  always  someone  about  to  keep  an  eye  on  things. 

From  the  well  stocked  library  I  was  provided  with  local  publications  to  get  an 
idea  of  the  hoards  of  the  region,  Roman  Imperial  Coinage  (“  what  a  pity  it  is  not 
complete  ”  said  the  assistant)  for  reference,  and  to  simplify  my  listing,  instead  of  the 
coins,  their  “  fiches.”  The  coins  themselves  were  kept  in  separate  envelopes  in 
filing  cabinets  in  a  little  turret  off  the  main  room.  This  is  an  ideal  strong-room 
for  it  is  circular,  with  thick  stone  walls  pierced  only  by  arrow-slit  windows,  and  the 
narrow  doorway,  closed  by  a  very  heavy  door  reinforced  and  strongly  locked.  This 
certainly  simplifies  the  problem  of  security  and  yet  leaves  the  coins  on  hand  for 
immediate  study.  I  was  not  being  kept  away  from  the  coins,  but  it  was  explained, 
quite  rightly,  that  the  “  fiches  ”  had  all  the  information  on  them,  and  it  is  quicker 
to  thumb  through  a  pile  of  papers,  than  empty  individual  coins  out  of  envelopes. 
In  fact  each  coin  has  a  form  to  itself  on  which  is  recorded  emperor,  types  and  legends, 
I  denomination,  metal,  diameter  in  millimetres,  weight  in  grammes,  RIC  or  Cohen 
*  reference  number,  close  date,  past  history  of  ownership  or  discovery,  and  a  final 
space  for  “  autres  informations.” 

I  set  to  work  listing  furiously  and  looked  up  unhappily  an  hour  and  a  half  later 
when  the  lunch  break  was  announced,  for  I  had  only  got  to  Gallienus  and  the  middle 
of  the  third  century.  Reckoning  on  the  parallel  of  English  sites  I  still  had  not  got 
half  way,  even  though  I  had  ploughed  through  nearly  100  sestertii  of  Antoninus  Pius 
and  his  family,  and  another  100  of  Marcus  Aurelius.  However,  after  listing  well  over 
1,000  coins,  an  hour’s  break  to  collect  my  mail,  and  read  it  over  a  sandwich  and  a 
glass  of  wine  in  a  cafe,  was  welcome.  Promptly  at  two  o’clock  I  returned,  a  little  less 
promptly  the  museum  staff  appeared,  and  the  three  hours  of  the  afternoon  stretched 
ahead  with  quantities  of  Tetricus  and  Victorinus  first  to  be  done.  There  were  288 
billon  antoniniani  in  the  period  238  to  260,  more  than  I  had  ever  seen  before  as 
individual  finds,  and  I  was  prepared  for  the  705  copper  coins  of  the  next  few  reigns. 
What  I  was  not  prepared  for  was  two  gold  coins,  one  of  Postumus  and  one  of 
Victorinus.  I  had  noted  some  gold  earlier,  of  Nero,  Hadrian  and  Antoninus  Pius, 
but  such  things  I  had  seen  in  England.  “  Radiate  ”  gold  was  quite  another  matter. 

Then,  when  I  had  finished  the  third  century  my  troubles  were  over,  for  the 
collection  was  very  un-English.  Instead  of  the  usual  flood  of  fourth  century  issues 
from  Constantine  to  Theodosius  there  was  only  a  feeble  trickle.  I  had  listed  1,900 
coins,  and  yet  the  fourth  century  provided  only  a  further  200.  Quickly  I  finished 
listing,  and  then  I  was  left  with  an  hour  and  a  half,  with  the  whole  collection  at 
my  disposal.  The  latest  coin  to  be  listed  was  a  solidus  of  Anthemius  (467)  so  I 
I  thought  I  might  as  well  start  by  looking  at  that.  I  was  surprised  at  the  good  work¬ 
manship  so  late  in  a  declining  empire,  if  it  was  a  genuine  coin,  but  its  lightness  in 
weight  and  colour  seemed  to  fit  better  with  the  times  in  which  it  was  issued.  I  then 
made  for  the  third  century  gold,  pausing  on  the  way  to  be  very  surprised  by  a  full 
face  portrait  of  Constantius  1 1  (voT  xxx)  with  a  jumbled  legend  (const atius),  and 
then  just  could  not  relate  the  perfection  of  the  aureus  of  Victorinus  to  his  miserable 
standard  of  copper.  Carausius,  I  noted,  was  absent  though  there  was  one  coin  of 
Allectus,  and  in  contrast  to  England,  the  central  emperors  such  as  Aurelian,  Probus 
and  Cams  were  well  represented. 

I  had  little  time  to  look  at  the  large  pre-Roman  collection,  to  gloat  over  a  sur¬ 
prising  number  of  deniers  of  Charlemagne  and  his  descendants,  or  to  look  briefly 
at  less  exciting  tokens  and  copper  coins  of  the  later  middle  ages.  Having  finished 
I  left,  with  many  thanks,  to  find  a  quiet  village  inn  on  my  route  where  I  could  digest 
the  hurried  scrappy  notes  which  I  had  taken  during  my  first  really  busy  day.

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HOW  TO  DETERMINE  THE  EXACT  SPECIFIC 

WEIGHT  OF  COINS.

Every  collector  of  coins  knows  that  his  treasures  are  alloys  of  different  metals, 
never  pure  gold  or  pure  silver.  Nowadays  the  standard  of  coinage  is  not  kept  secret, 
but  when  the  collector  studies  the  history  of  coins  he  soon  comes  upon  the  term :  to 
depreciate  the  coinage.  Several  coins  in  any  collection  showing  the  head  of  a  Roman 
emperor  or  of  a  German  duke  of  the  17th  century  are  genuine,  but  those  minted  a 
few  years  later  contain  more  cheap  metal  than  the  first  issue.  The  difference  is  small, 
for  the  ruler  did  not  want  to  awaken  the  suspicion  of  his  subjects,  but  the  profit  for 
the  exchequer  was  considerable  when  a  great  number  of  coins  were  minted.  What 
can  I  do  to  find  out  the  composition  of  my  coins  without  damaging  them  ?  Of  course 
if  too  much  cheap  metal  was  used,  the  expert  can  recognize  that  the  look  of  the  bad 
coin  differs  to  a  great  extent  from  that  of  the  good  one.  But  the  best  way  is  to  follow  ^ 
the  example  of  Archimedes,  when  he  found  out  that  Hiero’s  crown  was  not  made  of 
pure  gold  but  of  an  alloy  of  some  lighter  metal.  The  density  of  gold  is  so  much 
greater  than  that  of  silver  or  copper  that  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  find  out  the 
composition  of  an  alloy  containing  gold  and  one  of  the  other  mentioned  metals.  The 
specific  gravity  of  silver  and  copper  does  not  differ  more  than  10”  o  from  one  another, 
the  fact  of  which  makes  the  analysis  of  such  alloys  more  difficult.  Often  the  collector 
has  only  one  coin  at  his  disposal  and  has  to  work  with  utmost  accuracy.  In  order 
to  find  the  specific  gravity  of  a  coin,  one  has  to  know  its  weight  and  volume.  Further¬ 
more  a  very  sensitive  analytical  balance,  if  possible  with  a  sensitivity  of  0,001  g,  must 
be  used.  It  is,  however,  still  more  difficult  to  determine  the  volume  of  the  coin.  In 
Nr.  533  (October  1962)  of  this  Bulletin  a  collector  suggested  using  an  overflow 
vessel.  Unfortunately  this  method  is  not  very  accurate.  On  account  of  the  water’s 
surface  tension,  external  shocks,  or  other  causes,  the  overflow  will  vary  if  the  same 
coin  is  redipped.  In  the  above-mentioned  article  big  coins  like  pennies  and  crowns 
were  dipped  in  this  way.  In  that  case  a  drop  of  water  more  or  less  does  not  produce 
a  considerable  discrepancy.  But  if  the  volume  of  a  small  coin  is  to  be  examined,  one 
drop  of  water  more  or  less  represents  a  considerable  error.  The  author  found  that 
on  an  average  one  cubic  centimetre  of  normal  water  contains  20  drops.  That  means 
one  drop=about  50  cubic  millimetres.  The  drops  will  be  smaller  when  a  small 
quantity  of  soap  solution  has  been  added  which  reduces  the  surface  tension  of  water. 

It  may  then  easily  happen  that  too  many  drops  will  overflow.  The  volume  of  a 
water  drop  cannot  be  neglected,  if  you  compare  it  to  the  volume  of  a  small  silver 
coin  weighing  1  gram.  Such  a  coin  has  only  a  volume  of  about  95  cubic  millimetres.  | 
In  such  a  case  one  drop  too  many  may  mean  an  error  of  50%.  Quite  apart  from  that 
it  may  happen  that  when  you  dip  a  small  coin  in  the  overflow  vessel,  not  a  single 
drop  will  flow  over,  but  the  surface  of  the  liquid  will  rise  a  little.  In  all  cases  it  will 
be  more  favourable  and  more  accurate  if  you  measure  the  buoyancy  and  calculate 
the  volume  according  to  Archimedes’  principle.  According  to  this  principle  a  body 
immersed  in  a  fluid  loses  as  much  weight  as  the  weight  of  the  fluid  it  displaces.  Now 
we  have  to  determine  the  weight  of  that  coin  first  in  air  and  then  in  a  liquid,  e.g. 
water.  The  loss  of  weight  is  the  weight  of  the  displaced  liquid.  The  volume  of  the 
displaced  liquid,  that  means  the  volume  of  the  coin,  is  found  by  dividing  the  loss  of 
weight  by  the  specific  gravity  of  the  liquid.  The  specific  weight  of  the  liquid  is 
easily  and  accurately  determined  by  means  of  a  hydrometer.  In  many  cases  the 
specific  weight  of  water  may  be  assumed  to  be  1  g/cm^  because  the  decrease  of  the 
water’s  specific  weight  is  negligible  at  temperatures  above  4  degrees  Centigrade 
(Specific  weight  of  water  at  20°  C^0,998  g/cm^).  The  determination  of  the  coin’s 
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weight  in  water  presents  more  difficulties.  Due  to  the  circular  shape  of  the  coin  it 
is  nearly  impossible  to  tie  a  thin  nylon  thread  around  it.  It  would  also  be  difficult  to 
determine  the  buoyancy  of  the  thread.  My  experiments  have  shown  the  following 
result :  One  pan  of  the  balance  is  replaced  by  a  counterpoise  having  hooks  above  and 
below.  On  top  there  is  a  cavity  allowing  the  weight  to  be  adjusted  by  adding  metal 
shavings  or  agate  filings.  A  small  aluminium  pan  is  attached  to  this  counterpoise  by 
a  thin  nylon  thread.  (I  converted  an  aluminium  tube  which  had  contained  tablets). 
The  small  pan  is  immersed  in  water  to  a  depth  of  several  cms  and  then  equilibrium 
is  achieved  by  filling  the  cavity  of  the  counterpoise  with  the  above-mentioned  agate 
filings  or  metal  shavings.  Thus  having  attained  equilibrium,  the  buoyancy  of  the 
small  aluminium  pan  and  the  thin  nylon  thread  is  neutralized  and  need  no  longer  be 
considered.  Now  put  the  coin  on  the  small  aluminium  pan  and  restore  equilibrium 
by  adding  weights  onto  the  other  pan  of  the  balance.  Then  these  weights  represent 
exactly  the  weight  of  the  coin  in  water.  After  having  weighed  the  coin  twice  its 
)  specific  weight  is  determined  according  to  the  formula : 

Gi  In  this  formula 

y  - - yFl  y  means  specific  weight  of  the  coin, 

Gi  -  Ga  G^  means  weight  in  air, 

G^  means  weight  in  water  and 
yFl  means  specific  weight  of  water. 

For  determining  the  standard  of  coinage  the  following  tables  may  be  used  if 
the  composition  of  the  alloy  is  known  and  if  the  specific  weight  has  been  determined.

1.  According  to  Bruno  Dorfmann:  Miinzen  und  Medaillen  der  Herzoge  von 
Sachsen-Lauenburg  (Ratzeburg^,  1940)  the  guilders  first  minted  in  1678  are  growing 
poorer  and  poorer  in  the  following  years^  but  the  difference  between  the  silver 
content  of  the  best  and  the  next  best  coins  is  only  about  0.

MERITORIOUS  SERVICE  MEDAL.

A  Royal  Warrant  of  31st  August  1906,  ordained  that  the  medal  without  annuity 
could  be  granted  to  Yeoman  of  the  Body  Guard,  not  exceeding  12  in  all,  who  would 
have  been  selected  for  the  medal  with  the  annuity  had  they  not  belonged  to  the 
Body  Guard  of  the  Yeoman  of  the  Guard.  This  was  followed  by  a  Royal  Warrant 
of  the  12th  July  1911,  extending  the  award  to,  not  exceeding  five  in  all.  Yeomen 
Wardens  of  the  Tower  of  London. 

In  November  1916  a  Royal  Warrant  issued  in  an  Army  Order  352  of  1916 
authorised  the  award  of  the  Meritorious  Service  Medal  to  all  other  ranks  for  valuable 
and  meritorious  service,  but  any  award  made  under  the  authority  of  this  Royal 
Warrant  did  not  entitle  a  recipient  to  automatically  receive  an  annuity,  although 
having  received  the  award  he  could  be  registered  for  consideration  to  receive  the 
annuity  providing  he  was  above  the  rank  of  Corporal. 

The  next  change  to  the  award  of  the  medal  was  made  in  a  Royal  Warrant  issued 
in  Army  Order  400  of  1916  which  said  that  holders  of  the  medal  who  subsequently 
performed  an  approved  act  of  gallantry,  not  necessarily  on  active  service,  in  the 
performance  of  military  duty  or  in  saving,  or  attempting  to  save  the  life  of  an  officer 
or  soldier,  which  if  he  had  not  already  held  the  medal  would  have  entitled  him  to  it, 
could  be  awarded  a  bar  to  the  medal  and  a  further  bar  for  any  further  additional  act 
of  gallantry.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  awards  were  awarded  for  gallantry  not 
necessarily  on  active  service,  although  from  this  it  is  assumed  that  it  could  be  awarded 
on  active  service.  This  point  is  particularly  worthy  of  note  when  linking  it  with  the 
changes  brought  about  in  the  next  Army  Order  issued  concerning  the  award  of  the 
medal. 

A  Royal  Warrant  published  in  Arm.y  Order  45  of  1917  extended  the  award  of  the 
Meritorious  Service  Medal  to  all  other  ranks  who  were  duly  recommended  for  the 
grant  in  respect  of  gallant  conduct  in  the  performance  of  military  duty  otherwise 
than  in  action  against  the  enemy  or  in  saving  or  attempting  to  save  the  life  of  an 
officer  or  soldier  or  for  devotion  to  duty  in  a  theatre  of  war.  Those  who  received  this 
award  for  gallantry  could  be  awarded  an  additional  pension  of  6d.  a  day  for  Europeans 
and  3d.  a  day  for  non-Europeans. 

To  summarise  at  this  point,  it  would  appear  that  there  were  what  amounted  to 
three  classes  of  awards: 

a.  To  Sergeants  and  above  for  distinguished  and  meritorious  service,  who  could 
receive  an  annuity  (Royal  Warrants  of  19th  December  1845  and  10th  June 
1884),  irrespective  of  length  of  service. 

b.  To  all  other  ranks  for  valuable  and  meritorious  service,  without  the  annuity, 
irrespective  of  length  of  service  (Army  Order  352  of  1916).

c.  To  all  other  ranks  for  gallantry,  without  annuity  but  with  additional  pension 
(Army  Order  400  of  1916  and  45  of  1917). 

The  award  of  the  medal  for  gallantry  continued  until  1928  when  its  place  was 
taken  by  the  British  Empire  Medal. 

The  next  change  brought  about  was  in  an  amendment  to  King’s  Regulations 
published  in  Army  Order  47  of  1917.  This  order  was  mainly  concerned  with 
bringing  King’s  Regulations  up  to  date  with  the  Royal  Warrants  concerning  the 
award  for  gallantry.  At  the  same  time,  however,  it  laid  down  that  in  cases  where  the 
award  was  made  in  respect  of  valuable  and  meritorious  service  a  candidate  for  the 
award  must  have  served  for  21  years  with  the  colours  (except  in  the  case  of  invalids, 
who  could  be  recommended  if  discharged  after  18  years),  he  must  also  have  served 
in  a  regular  unit.  The  award  was  still  open  to  all  other  ranks  but  the  annuity  could 
only  be  awarded  to  those  holding  a  rank  above  that  of  Corporal.  A  soldier  who  had 
been  awarded  the  medal  for  gallantry,  and  had  the  requisite  rank  and  service  could  be 
recommended  for  the  annuity. 

A  reference  to  the  Meritorious  Service  Medal  in  Army  Order  267  of  1917  is  of 
passing  interest  as  it  laid  down  instructions  concerning  the  manner  in  which  the 
medal  should  be  presented  to  recipients,  in  that  they  would  be  presented  on  parades 
held  under  instructions  from  the  General  Officer  Commanding  in  Chief  of  the 
Command  in  which  the  recipient  was  domiciled.  The  General  Officer  Commanding 
in  Chief  could  if  he  wished  agree  to  the  medal  being  presented  to  recipients  by 
municipal  and  other  local  authorities  and  societies. 

In  January  1921  in  a  Royal  Warrant  dated  the  6th  November  1921  issued  under 
authority  of  Army  Order  18  of  1921,  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  award 
of  the  Aleritorious  Service  Medal  and  Annuity  were  consolidated  into  one  instruction. 
During  the  preceding  years  as  will  have  been  seen  these  rules  and  regulations  had 
been  changed  and  amended  since  the  first  Royal  Warrant  of  1845,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  amount  of  monies  available  for  annuities  had  changed  from  time  to  time. 

The  design  of  the  medal  to  be  awarded  remained  the  same  and  the  annuity  was 
fixed  at  £7,500  with  a  maximum  to  be  awarded  to  any  one  individual  being  £10. 

The  medal  could  be  awarded  to  Sergeants  and  above  who  had  served  with  the 
Colours  in  the  Regular  Army  for  21  years  or  18  years  if  they  had  been  invalided  from 
the  Regular  Army,  provided  they  were  (a)  in  possession  of  the  Long  Service  and 
Good  Conduct  Medal,  (b)  had  an  exemplary  character  and  (c)  was  recommended 
for  the  annuity.  The  recipient  could  receive  the  medal,  and  his  name  was  entered 
on  a  Register  for  the  award  of  the  annuity  which  he  received  when  selected  by  the 
Military  Secretary  to  the  Principal  Secretary  of  State  as  and  when  annuities  fell 
vacant  due  to  the  death  of  an  annuitant.  When  a  recipient  was  Commissioned  he 
surrendered  any  annuity,  but  received  annually  in  lieu  pay  equivalent  to  the  annuity. 

In  addition  to  the  medal  being  awarded  to  Sergeants  and  above  of  the  Regular 
Army  as  shown  above  it  could  be  awarded  to  all  other  ranks  of  the  Army,  not 
necessarily  Regular  Army  on  the  recommendation  of  a  Commander-in-Chief  for 
gallant  conduct  in  the  performance  of  military  duty  (not  necessarily  on  active 
service),  or  in  saving  or  attempting  to  save  the  life  of  an  officer  or  soldier,  or  for 
devotion  to  duty  in  a  theatre  of  war. 

Holders  of  the  medal  could  receive  a  bar  or  bars  to  the  medal  for  subsequent  acts 
of  gallantry.  When  awarded  the  medal  or  bar  for  acts  of  gallantry.  Commanders -in- 
Chief  were  required  to  say  whether  the  recipient  merited  the  grant  of  an  additional 
pension  of  6d.  a  day  for  Europeans  or  3d.  a  day  for  non-Europeans  when  he  was 
discharged  with  a  pension. 

These  awards  of  the  medal  for  gallantry  did  not  permit  the  recipient  being 
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registered  for  the  award  of  the  annuity,  although  if  a  Sergeant  or  above  he  could  be 
registered  if  he  had  the  requisite  service,  held  the  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct 
Medal  and  had  an  exemplary  character,  in  which  case  he  would  still  get  the  addition 
to  his  pension  as  well  as  the  annuity. 

It  was  ordained  that  a  Register  should  be  kept  by  the  office  of  the  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  War  of  all  recipients  of  the  medal  for  gallantry,  and  their 
names  should  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette. 

The  medal  could  be  awarded  in  cases  of  gallantry  to  soldiers  of  equivalent  rank 
in  an  Allied  or  Associated  Army  when  they  had  been  associated  in  operations  with 
the  British  Army,  but  they  could  not  receive  any  annuity  or  pension. 

The  medal  and  annuity  could  be  forfeited  for  cases  of  misconduct  but  could 
be  restored. 

The  next  change  to  the  rules  appeared  in  Army  Order  172  of  1921  which 
authorised  the  wearing  of  an  emblem  on  the  ribbon  when  worn  alone  to  denote  the 
possession  of  a  bar  or  bars  to  the  medal. 

In  a  Royal  Warrant  of  7th  September  1928  the  clauses  concerning  the  award  of 
the  medal  for  gallantry,  and  publication  in  the  London  Gazette  were  cancelled. 

This  was  followed  in  1931  by  a  Royal  Warrant  dated  5th  February  1931,  issued 
under  authority  of  Army  Order  50  of  1931,  which  cancelled  the  Royal  Warrant  of 
6th  November  1921,  and  promulgated  new  and  revised  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  award  of  the  Meritorious  Service  Medal. 

Under  the  Royal  Warrant  of  5th  February  1931,  the  conditions  for  award  to 
Sergeants  and  above  for  meritorious  service  remained  the  same  as  in  the  Royal 
Warrant  of  6th  November  1921.  It  now  extended  the  award  without  annuity  to 
Yeomen  of  the  Body  Guard,  not  exceeding  12  in  all,  and  to  Yeomen  Warders  of  the 
Tower  of  London,  not  exceeding  five  in  all,  who  would  have  been  selected  had  they 
not  belonged  to  the  Body  Guard  of  Yeomen  or  Yeomen  Warders  of  the  Tower 
of  London,  providing  they  were  recommended  by  the  Captain  of  the  Yeomen  of  the 
Guard  or  the  Constable  of  the  Tower  of  London  respectively. 

The  award  for  gallantry  was  no  longer  to  be  made,  although  the  Royal  Warrant 
still  covered  the  conditions  under  which  a  medal  that  had  been  awarded  for  gallantry 
being  forfeited  or  restored. 

On  the  21st  March  1936  an  amendment  was  issued  to  the  Royal  Warrant  of 
5th  February  1931  under  the  authority  of  Army  Order  49  of  1936,  but  did  not 
appreciably  alter  the  rules  and  conditions  for  award  and  only  revised  the  manner 
in  which  the  Warrant  was  laid  out  in  respect  of  awards  to  Yeomen  of  the  Guard  and 
Yeomen  Warders  of  the  Tower  of  London. 

A  further  amendment  to  the  Royal  Warrant  of  the  5th  February  1931  was  issued 
under  the  authority  of  Army  Order  144  of  1939  which  only  amended  the  wording  to 
include  that  all  classes  of  Warrant  Officers  should  be  eligible  for  the  award  and  not 
just  Warrant  Officers  Class  I  and  II  as  stated  in  the  Royal  Warrant  of  1931. 

In  1951  the  Royal  Warrant  of  the  5th  February  1931  was  cancelled  by  Army 
Order  29  of  1951  which  promulgated  new  and  revised  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
award  of  the  Meritorious  Service  Medal.  Once  again  there  were  no  changes  to  the 
design  of  the  medal. 

The  main  changes  brought  about  by  this  new  Warrant  of  1951  were: 

a.  Only  100  medals  to  be  awarded  in  any  one  calendar  year. 

b.  To  qualify  soldiers  above  the  rank  of  Sergeant  required  22  years’  Colour  Service 
in  the  Regular  Army  or  18  years  if  invalided  from  the  Service. 

A  further  Royal  Warrant  dated  1st  August  1953  was  issued  under  authority  of 
Army  Order  98  of  1953  and  laid  down  that  Warrant  Officers  and  Sergeants  who  had 
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been  registered  before  1st  January  1951  for  the  award  of  the  Meritorious  Service 
Medal  and  Annuity,  or  would  have  been  eligible  for  consideration  for  registration 
had  they  been  recommended  subsequent  to  3rd  September  1939  and  before  1st 
January  1952  should  be  eligible  for  the  award  of  the  medal  even  though  they  had  not 
yet  been  selected  for  the  award  of  the  annuity.  It  was  further  ruled  that  any  medals 
awarded  under  this  new  rule  would  be  additional  to  those  (presumably  the  100) 
authorised  in  the  Royal  Warrant  of  1951. 

The  latest  Royal  Warrant  to  be  issued  on  the  subject  was  published  in  Army 
Order  166  of  1956  which  changed  the  length  of  qualifying  service  required  from 
22  years  to  27  years,  and  from  18  years  to  23  years  in  the  case  of  those  invalided 
from  the  Service.

Tolas.  With  regard  to  the  interesting  item  “  The  Tola  ”  by  G.  H.  Wright  in  the  February 
Bulletin,  surely  the  best  method  of  checking  the  weight  of  a  tola  is  by  comparison  with  Troy 
weights.  One  tola  is  180  grain.  The  rupee  is  one  tola  in  weight  =  7|  dwt,  2  rupees  are 
i  oz.  Troy.  10  tolas  are  2J  oz.  Troy. — E.  H.  Saunders. 

Second  Gold  Prosecution  Man  is  Discharged.  The  second  man  to  be  prosecuted 
under  a  new  Act  relating  to  the  possession  of  gold  was  given  a  year’s  conditional  discharge 
yesterday,  after  the  North  London  magistrate,  Mr.  Frank  Milton,  referring  to  a  £50  fine 
imposed  in  the  first  prosecution  said  “A  lot  of  people  say  the  Bench  in  that  case  has  been 
extremely  hard.” 

Fortunato  Fenech  (58),  of  Elrington  Road,  Hackney,  had  pleaded  guilty  to  possessing  738 
gold  sovereigns  without  being  an  authorised  dealer  and  without  offering  them  for  sale  to  a 
dealer.  Under  the  Act  passed  last  April  it  is  illegal  for  anyone  to  possess  more  than  four  gold 
coins  unless  an  authorised  dealer  or  collector. 

Asked  by  the  magistrate  if  Fenech  had  told  police  anything  to  indicate  that  he  knew  of  the 
Act,  Air.  Keith  Lawrence,  prosecuting,  said  there  was  not.  He  added  that  Fenech’s  explanation 
seemed  to  indicate  that  he  was  merely  saving  his  money. 

Mr.  Alilton  told  Fenech:  “  I  accept  that  you  didn’t  know  a  new  law  was  made.  That  being 
so  I  am  not  going  to  punish  you.”  The  magistrate  made  no  order  about  the  disposal  of  the 
coins. — Guardian,  28th  January,  1967 

1,000  Register  as  Gold  Coin  Collectors.  The  Exchange  Control  Order,  made  in 
April  last  year  to  prevent  hoarding  of  gold  coins,  has  caused  more  than  1,000  people  to  obtain 
registration  as  collectors.  Under  the  Order,  no  one,  other  than  registered  collectors,  can  retain 
more  than  four  gold  coins  minted  after  1837. 
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A  registered  collector  may  hold  not  more  than  two  gold  coins  of  any  one  date  or  type. 
Anybody  holding  more  coins  than  permitted  under  the  Order  was  required  to  sell  them  to  an 
authorised  dealer.  But  not  many  have  been  surrendered. 

Those  that  have  gone  to  dealers  have  not  been  sold  to  the  Bank  of  England.  They  are 
mainly  collectors’  coins  and  as  such  have  been  sold  to  other  collectors.  A  leading  London 
dealer  said  it  was  obvious  that  most  people  holding  gold  coins  had  taken  no  notice  of  the  Order. 
He  saw  “  no  reason  why  they  should.”  The  whole  thing  was  a  “  diabolical  liberty  ”  on  the 
part  of  the  Treasury. — Daily  Telegraph,  21th  January,  1967. 

No  Inquest  on  Pennard  Coins.  A  treasure  trove  inquest  which  was  to  have  been  held 
on  a  hoard  of  1,700-year-old  Roman  coins  found  at  Pennard,  near  Swansea,  at  the  beginning  of 
November  has  been  cancelled.  Since  their  discovery  they  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
National  Museum  of  Wales  at  Cardiff,  where  they  are  being  examined  by  an  expert  on  Roman 
Britain,  Mr.  G.  C.  Boon. 

Glamorgan  police  said  today  that  as  none  of  the  coins  so  far  identified  were  substantially 
composed  of  silver  or  gold,  the  coroner  felt  that  he  was  not  justified  in  holding  a  treasure 
trove  inquest.  So  far  over  100  coins  have  been  examined.  It  is  believed  that  the  hoard  contains 
something  in  excess  of  2,000  coins.  When  they  are  found  at  Heatherslade  Park  Housing 
Site  they  were  immediately  seized  by  the  police  on  behalf  of  the  Crown. 

The  police  spokesman  said  under  the  present  circumstances,  once  examination  and  identifi¬ 
cation  of  the  hoard  was  completed  the  coins  would  be  treated  as  found  property  and  returned 
to  the  owner  of  the  land. — South  Wales  Echo,  llth  January,  1967. 

1953  Crown  Cases.  I  noticed  in  the  August  Bulletin  an  item  signed  A.G.R.  re  plastic 
cases  of  1953  Crowns,  and  have  seen  no  further  reference  to  it  so  far.  There  are  two  types  of 
case,  one  with  a  lid  sliding,  which  appears  to  be  entirely  made  of  Perspex  (Methyl  Methacrylate 
polymer)  black  insert  as  well.  The  other  type  with  sliding  drawer  is  also  Perspex  outside,  but 
the  drawer  is  a  thermo-setting  resin,  probably  a  Furfural-formaldehyde  resin,  certainly  not 
Bakelite.  The  Perspex  is  quite  light,  just  heavier  than  water;  the  other  material  is  much 
denser.  Perspex  is  soluble  in  many  organic  solvents  and  can  be  easily  cemented  or  welded,  but 
is  subject  to  crazing  (fine  irregular  cracks)  with  age.  The  other  material  is  not  so  subject,  but 
is  totally  insoluble  and  will  not  cement.  Both  are  water-repellent.  Some  plastics  slowly 
depolymerise  (revert  to  original  base)  with  quite  moderate  heat  or  rubbing,  but  Perspex  is  not 
a  serious  offender  this  way,  and  the  original  base  is  not  notably  corrosive.  But  the  other  black 
material  is  more  suspect.  But  I  should  look  to  air,  damp,  and  light  as  principal  offenders. 

The  brownish  film  on  cupro-nickel  can  be  removed  with  B.P.  Acetic  Acid  (33%),  in  a  few 
minutes  sometimes,  followed  by  washing  in  hot  water  and  towel  drying.  But  it  will  probably 
return  before  long.  The  plastic  envelope  mentioned  is  probably  cellulose  acetate. — “  Lanca¬ 
shire  Correspondent.'^' 

A  Canberra  Communion  Token.  I  have  just  been  reading  and  enjoying  your  publica¬ 
tion,  “  Coins  and  Christianity  ”  which  Blackwell’s  obtained  from  you  and  sent  to  me,  and  it 
has  occurred  to  me  that  the  readers  of  your  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  might  be  interested  in  the 
fact  that  we  here  at  St.  James,  Canberra,  have  just  reintroduced  the  old  Presbyterian  custom 
of  using  metal  communion  tokens. 

I  have  enclosed  a  photograph  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  one  of  them,  and  you  will  see 
that  they  differ  from  ^e  old  Scottish  ones  in  having  a  serial  number  stamped  on  them.  This 
is  to  identify  each  token  with  its  owner,  but  I  have  reserved  a  block  of  numbers  for  sale  to 
interested  numismatists,  at  $A1.00  each,  plus  air  mail  postage  or  surface  mail  post  free. 

The  reason  we  have  reintroduced  the  metal  tokens,  which  have  not  been  in  regular  use  in 
Australia  for  more  than  seventy  years,  is  that  the  Parish  of  St.  James,  one  of  the  new  housing 
areas  in  Canberra,  has  very  close  connections  with  the  Royal  Australian  Mint.  The  Manse 
overlooks  the  Mint  building,  and  many  of  our  parishioners  are  employed  there.  As  a  result, 
there  is  more  than  usual  interest  in  things  numismatic  among  our  people,  and  on  Sunday 
week,  llth  Dec.,  I  am  arranging  a  special  “  Mint-flavoured  ”  service,  this  being  the  nearest 
Sunday  practicable  to  St.  Eligius’  feast  day.  This  saint  was,  I  believe,  the  only  one  who  had 
ever  himself  been  a  Mint-Master.  For  the  service,  I  am  preaching  on  the  text,  “  Bring  Me  a 
penny  ”  (Luke  20:  24)  and  am  having  a  display  of  communion  tokens  at  the  entrance  to  the 
hall  where  we  are  at  present  holding  our  services. 

One  word  of  explanation  on  the  design  of  our  tokens  might  be  in  order.  The  Parish  was 
named  after  St.  James  the  greater,  son  of  Zebedee  and  brother  of  John,  who  according  to 
tradition  made  a  missionary  journey  by  sea  to  Spain  before  his  martyrdom  under  Herod 
Antippa  I  (Acts  12:  1-2).  Accordingly,  his  symbol  in  all  ecclesiastical  art  work  has  been  the 
sea-shells,  or  escallops,  as  they  are  known  heraldically. — (Rev.)  Ian  P.  MacPherson,  P.O.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  held  on 
20th  December  1966,  the  President,  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen, 
presented  the  Lhotka  Memorial  Award  to  Mr.  H.  W.  A. 
Linecar  for  his  book  “  Beginner’s  Guide  to  Coin 
Collecting  ”  and  to  Mr.  C.  M.  Hake  the  Parkes  Weber 
Prize  for  his  essay  on  “  The  silver  coinage  of  1920-23.” 

Mr.  Philip  Grierson  read  a  paper  on  “  Counter¬ 
marking  on  the  Byzantine  bronze  coinage.”  The  paper 
dealt  first  with  the  relatively  common  Sicilian  counter- 
marks  of  Heraclius  and  the  Cypriote  ones  of  Constantine 
IV,  Mr.  Grierson’s  suggestion  being  that  the  first  were 
connected  with  the  declining  weight  of  the  follis  during 
Heraclius’  reign  and  the  second  involved  a  formal 
currency  devaluation,  the  folles  being  reduced  in  value 
to  half-folles.  The  other  countermarks  of  Heraclius  and 
Constans  II  were  different  in  character,  since  they  are 
all  rare.  For  the  Crimean  series,  Mr.  Grierson  accepted 
Dr.  Golenko’s  attribution  of  them  to  Kerch  instead  of 
Cherson  but  argued  that  the  monogram  of  the  counter- 
mark  could  only  be  that  of  Heraclius.  For  the  remaining 
ones,  which  have  occurred  in  small  numbers  in  hoards 
from  Cyprus  and  Palestine  and  are  usually  of  known 
Levantine  origin,  Mr.  Grierson  contented  himself  with 
illustrating  the  main  varieties  and  suggesting  that  they 
may  mark  temporary  local  reassertions  of  imperial 
authority  during  the  vicissitudes  of  the  Persian  and 
Arab  wars. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  17th  January,  Dr.  J.  P.  C. 
Kent  read  a  paper  entitled  “  Julius  Nepos  and  the  fall 
of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the  West.”  He  discussed  the 
written  sources  for  the  last  years  of  the  Western  Empire 
and  argued  that  they  suggested  the  restoration  of  Nepos 
as  titular  emperor  after  the  fall  of  Romulus.  The 
coinage  of  Nepos  and  Romulus  was  then  examined  in 
detail.  It  was  shown  that  typology,  and  the  associated 
issues  of  Basiliscus  and  Zeno,  required  many  of  the 
coins  in  Nepos’  name  to  have  been  struck  between  476 
and  480. 

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  The  unusual  can  usually 
be  relied  upon  to  arouse  the  interest  of  any  collector — 
and  “  Money  Scales  and  Weights,”  subject  of  the  talk 
on  Wednesday  January  18th,  were  certainly  no  exception. 

Mr.  Curtis  began  his  address  with  an  outline  of  the 
history  of  Money  Scales,  and  an  example  of  a  Roman 
balance  illustrated  this  aspect.  Many  Biblical  references 
could  be  found  to  these  appliances  and  early  Roman 
coins  were  struck  illustrating  such  balances.  The  use 
of  weights  and  scales  was  an  important  part  of  money¬ 
changing  as  it  ensured  that  all  pieces  conformed  to  the 
required  standard.  The  Speaker  then  explained  the 
intricacies  of  various  types  of  scales  and  illustrated  his 
lecture  with  various  sets  of  international  manufacture. 
Many  of  these  sets — antiques  in  their  own  right — were 
really  beautifully  made  and  worth  the  attention  of  any 
collector.  From  the  square-shaped  weights  the  trend 
developed  towards  the  round  weights — as  beautifully 
designed  as  the  coins  they  represented.  Individual  types 
were  shown  and  discussed,  and  the  more  recent 
“  Spring-into-place  ”  type  of  balance  was  demonstrated. 
This  consisted  of  a  slim  wooden  case  which,  on  opening, 
allowed  the  balance  mechanism  to  spring  up — into 
place! 

Sovereign  balances,  primitive  forms  of  measuring 
instruments,  and  gold-dust  containers  were  other  items 
that  Mr.  Curtis  passed  round  for  inspection  although,  as 
he  explained,  these  departed  from  the  main  theme. 
The  official  use  of  Money  Weights  and  Scales  ceasec 
in  1891  when. new  regulations  guaranteed  that  the 
Banks  would  exchange  “  new  coins  for  old.” 

.Many  questions  were  put  to  Mr.  Curtis  before  the 
Chairman  eventually  brought  the  proceedings  to  a  close, 
thanking  the  speaker  on  behalf  of  all  the  Society,  for  a 
most  entertaining  and  instructive  evening. 

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  The  members  were 
privileged  to  see  a  further  portion  of  the  coin  collection 
of  their  vice-president,  Mr.  J.  W.  Clarke,  at  the  January 


meeting.  On  this  occasion  Mr.  Clarke  offered  a  commen¬ 
tary  on  the  coins  of  the  Ancient  Britons  and  Roman 
coins  having  special  reference  to,  or  struck  in,  Britain. 

Commencing  with  the  gold  coins  of  the  Ancient 
Britons,  Mr.  Clarke  passed  round  a  number  of  specimens 
— both  uninscribed  and  inscribed — and  he  told  of  the 
special  features  of  each  piece  exhibited.  These  included 
a  fine  stater  of  the  Iceni.  A  full  range  of  the  silver  coins 
of  the  Iceni  followed,  and  other  items  included  the 
Channel  Islands  billon  coinage,  and  a  fine  Cunobelin 
bronze  piece. 

The  second  portion  of  the  display  commenced  with 
the  Claudius  aureus  with  the  De  Britann  reverse, 
Ibllowed  by  the  Hadrian  and  Antoninus  Pius  Britannia 
coins,  and  a  range  of  coins  from  Antoninus  Pius  to  Geta 
with  types  commemorating  victories  in  Britain.  Finally 
a  run  of  coins  from  Carausius  onwards  which  were 
struck  at  the  various  British  mints,  rounded  up  an 
outstanding  exhibition. 


Chelmsford  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  The  Society 
continued  its  programme  on  December  9th  with  its 
first  auction  of  members’  duplicate  coins.

London  Num.  Club.  Members  of  the  Club  attending 
the  January  meeting  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute  on  the  10th 
of  the  month  gave  a  very  warm  welcome  to  Mr.  G.  C. 
Haines,  who  returned  to  continue  his  talk  on  the  coinage 
of  the  Byzantine  Empire.  Mr.  Haines  dealt  almost 
exclusively  with  the  coins  of  the  period  and  his  talk  was 
illustrated  by  slides  of  several  dozen  coins  from  his 
collection.  These  were  excellent  examples  and  covered 
the  issues  of  a.d.  842  to  a.d.  1490  inclusive 

This  part  of  the  programme  lasted  for  just  over  half 
the  evening  and  Mr.  Haines  continued  with  his  sugges¬ 
tions  for  classifying  and  arranging  a  collection  of  Roman 
coins.  He  stressed  the  importance  of  keeping  a  card 
index  system  and  also  making  a  note  on  the  back  of 
tickets  sufficient  to  identify  a  particular  coin,  should 
the  cabinet  be  dropped  or  the  trays  otherwise  dis¬ 
arranged.  The  evening  closed  with  Mr.  Haines  answering 
1  questions  put  by  members  of  the  Club. 
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Reading  Coin  Club.  We  opened  our  New  Year 
programme  on  3rd  January  with  a  subject  in  which  few 
can  claim  to  be  knowledgeable,  let  alone  expert — the 
coinage  of  Islam.  However,  we  were  fortunate  enough 
to  have  as  our  speaker  Miss  Helen  Mitchell,  from  the 
Ashmolean  Museum,  whose  lucid  explanations  gave  us 
all  a  frame  at  least  in  which  to  set  this  unusual  coinage. 

Miss  Mitchell  showed  how  the  original  Mohammedans 
turned  in  the  mid-7th  century  to  the  Sassanians  for 
their  first  silver  coins  and  to  Byzantium  for  their  gold 
and  copper,  using  similar  types  but  with  Christian 
symbols  replaced  by  others.  The  traditional  Islamic 
prohibition  of  images  of  living  things  had  apparently 
not  yet  been  applied  to  the  coinage.  The  development 
of  “  dirhems  ”  and  “  dinars  ”  was  traced  through  the 
succeeding  centuries  until  the  coins  of  Islam  were 
accepted  throughout  much  of  the  civilised  world. 

Miss  Mitchell  discussed  the  hoards  found  in  Europe 
and  Scandinavia  wherein  Islamic  and  local  coins  were 
found  together,  and  commented  on  the  international 
trade  which  must  have  existed. 

Finally  a  series  of  slides  were  shown  including  some 
of  the  interesting  coins  of  the  Seljuks,  who  seemed  to 
have  no  qualms  about  copying  any  ancient  coin  which 
took  their  fancy.  Trays  of  coins  from  the  Heberden 
coin  room  were  circulated  and  Miss  Mitchell  had 
eventually  to  dash  for  her  train,  leaving  many  of  our 
questions  for  another  day.

Mr.  Kerr, 
one  of  our  own  members,  started  off  the  evening  by 
giving  us  an  extremely  interesting  talk  on  Hadrian’s  wall. 


Mr.  Kerr  had  recently  visited  the  wall  and  was  able 
to  illustrate  his  talk  by  the  use  of  many  well  taken  slides. 

The  wall  was  started  in  the  early  part  of  the  2nd 
century  by  Hadrian,  who  came  over  especially  to  survey 
the  line.  He  brought  with  him  the  6th  Victrix  who 
replaced  the  9th  Hispana.  The  9th  Hispana  sub¬ 
sequently  being  disbanded.  Many  parts  of  the  wall  have 
now  been  excavated  and  where  necessary  reconstructed. 
Eventually  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  whole  wall. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  some  of  the  places 
where  the  wall  has  deteriorated  the  stone  has  been 
deliberately  removed  for  use  in  the  construction  of 
nearby  buildings,  though  none  of  this  destruction  is 
recent. 

After  question  time  there  followed  a  sale  of  coins. 
These  were  a  member’s  duplicates  and  in  the  main 
consisted  of  British  Empire  and  Commonwealth  coins. 

All  numismatists  residing  in  the  Sheffield  area  are 
cordially  invited  to  attend  our  meetings,  which  are 
always  held  in  the  Sheffield  Museum  on  the  third 
Wednesday  evening  in  the  month.
